Guild and Teamsters 
SEATTLE, July 
B.—(IP)—Team 
sters' Union drivers broke through 
the 
American 
Newspaper 
Guild 


picket line at the Seattle Star to 
day and parked four trucks at th 
newspaper loading platforms with 
police assistance. 
There was no violence but many 


of the 80 Guild and Sailors' un- 
ion pickets In front of the build- 
ing began massing at the alley 
entrances 
immediately after the 
trucks went through. 
Police had 


moved ahead of the trucks which 
bore teamsters on each running 
board and three of four aboard 
the trucks. 
The Guild strike was called Sat- 
urday In a jurisdictional dispute 
between the teamsters, an Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor affiliate, 
and the Guild, which favors the 
Committee for Industrial Argani- 
zatlon, over union affiliation of 
circulation 
employes. 
Pickets permitted Rod L. Brink, 


managing editor, and Harry E. 
Marshall, general manager, to en- 
ter the building. ' 
Marshall said he had no an- 
nouncement as to suspension of 
publication. 
The night crew of printers went 


off shift at 2 a. m., and the day 
crew met a strong picket line. 


The United Press, which moved 
out of the Star building Saturday 
».ftcrnoon when Guild officers advis- 
ed they could not guarantee safe pah- 
sage through picket lines, operated 
from the Times building today. 
Tho Times was not affected by 
the jurisdictional dispute between 
the Guild and the Teamsters' Un- 
ion over circulation employes' un- 
ion affiliations.

as a wind erosion-resisting feed- 
stuff Is being grown successfully 
in the high plains 
region 
of 
Texas. 


In encouraging cultivation 
of 
the forage crop, the soil conserva- 
tion service at Amarillo reports 
the only irrigation used in experi- 
mentation was simple diversions 
of what would have been waste 
run-off water. 


Some farmers are finding they 


can produce good yields of alfalfa 
by utilizing the waste water from 
highways, pastures and o t h e r 
drainage areas and stabilize their 
land against devastating 
"blow- 
ing." 


Construction of terraces and di- 
version structures, the authorities 
say, will eliminate the necessity 
of drilling deep wells and build- 
ing extensive irrigation systems. 


Discovery of the use of alfalfa 


as protective vegetation to top 
soil In danger of erosion 
from 


wind was almost accidental. 


J. B. Brown, soli conservation 


service operator, whose farm 
Is 
eight miles northeast of Channlng 
In Hartley county, terraced and 
countoured 
his 
fields 
In 
the 
spring of 1936. 
He planted grain sorghums and 


one 20-acre field of former wheat 
land in maize. The maize failed 
to mature, having been 
planted 


too late. 
Brown noticed, 
however, 
the 


field was catching run-off water 
from an adjoining pasture in ter- 
races and contour 
furrows and 
he 
experimented 
with 
alfalfa, 


sowing it without removing the 
maize stalks. A generally uniform 
stand resulted and It was the first 
forage crop of its kind grown In 
the county without help of deep 
well irrigation.
